Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art Fukushima et al. (US Publication No. 2004/0098448 A1 ) hereinafter 
referred as Fukushima in view of Khan et al. (US Publication No. 2002/0143951 A1), 
hereinafter referred as Khan fail individually and combined to anticipate or render 
obvious the claim combination of the system/apparatus/method for forwarding a 
multicast packet transmitted from a source terminal to a destination terminal. 

The cited prior fails to teach a branch router comprising a forwarding register 
configured to update the table by deletion of the address of the non-branch router from 
the table and registration of an address oft the register target multicast-capable router to 
the table, in accordance with receiving the request message; and a forwarding controller 
configured to generate a second encapsulated multicast packet in accordance with 
receiving a first encapsulated multicast packet generated by setting an address of the 
branch router to the multicast packet, and wherein the forwarding controller is 
configured to generate the second encapsulated multicast packet by re-setting an 
address registered in the updated table to the multicast packet derived from the first 
encapsulated multicast packet.
